He was badly bruised, but 
it is believed he escaped serious intern- 
al injury. How the man got off with 
his life 'is a mystery to all who saw it.

COSHOCTON'S GREATEST NEED. 


What Coshoeton most needs is an era of good feeling. Tbe peaceful com- 


munity of a few years ago has become a. hotbed of factions and bitter 
strife. In THE AGE'S symposium on "What Goshucton Needs," these condi- 
tions were briefly alluded t» by B. Worth Ricke&ts, Judge C. B. Hunt and 
Rev. Dr. Toland. It is a growing evil that the community needs to give more 
than passing notice. Its baleful influence is blighting almost every avenue 
of Coshoeton life, political, social, industrial, educational, professional, finan- 
cial and religious. 


The time has come when it is profitable to our community to look square- 


ly at some plain facts, without evasionor concealment. Posted signs of pesti- 
lence are horrid, but they serve a great public necessity. It is so with the 
evils of which we speak—by pointing them out some people can strive to check 
them. 


Sever before in the history of Coshoeton has there been so iiuch faction- 


alism as today. If this were confined to politics it would not be so bad; but 
it has gone far beyond—too far. 


Whea it has invaded our public schools, our churches, city council, busi- 


ness circles, professions and secret societies, and attempted to invade our 
public library, board of trade, and courts of justice, the situation demands 
attention. 


In the city council we have seen a political faction keep out an electric 


railroad that would have been built, to save a place for a paper project that 
hasn't enough money behind it to make a survey. In the same body we have 
seen Republicans vote against the confirmation of Republican;;, for reasons 
purely factional, and a Democrat vote against the confirmation of Democrats, 
for the same reason. 


In board of trade formation we have seen a factional element take their 


playthings and eo home because they couldn't control the organization 
for. selfish purposes, and from that time on throw cold water on all its move- 
ments. 


We have seen business institutions fought or favored for reasons purely 


factional, and professional men nraised or persecuted for the same reason. 


We have seen public movements that were for the good of Coshnctoa en- 


couraged by many people and secretly opposed by a faction, the latter being 
jealous of other people getting the credit. 


In the courts of justice we have seen lawsuits filed that had nothing in 


them but the malice of a clique of community distuibers. 


Our public school board, once non-partisan, has suffered the invasion of 


factional politics, which is worse than party politics. 
Cniess factional poli 


tics can be eradicated by some other means, it were better to take the next 
step and carry it into party politics. 


Where is factionalism to end? We give it up. If not at the threshold 


of the churches, schools, city councils, boards of trade, public libraries or 
courts of justice, then where':- 


Factionalism in politics is not surprising, but when its blighting touch 


extends to such other avenues as it has in Coshoeton within the last two 
years, it is a condition tc be considered seriously. 


Coshoeton needs to stamp out factionalism and restore an era of good 


feeling.

no emotion when the indictment was 
being read bv Prosecutor Wheeler. 
When he bad finished she began to 
cry again and continued throughout 
bhe proceedings. 
When Mrs. Kistler heard of the in- 


dictment Tuesday she left the city 
and went to Dennlson. She returned 
Wednesday at midnight on the advice 
of her attorney, and was met at the 
station by Sheriff Hedge, who took 
tier in charge. 


She plead guilty to the charge and 


her attorney. J. L- McDowell, said 
she was a dutiful wife until George 
W. Heller had wrought her ruin and 
succeeded in placing her at the bead 
of the house in question. 
He also 
stated that a meeting 
had been 
arranged between Mrs. Kistler and 
tier former husband, and they would 
dave been married today but for the 
indictment. He asked the court tn 
be lenient as she had never before 
been charged with the crime. 
Prosecutor Wheeler said the facts 


placed before the grand jury warrant- 
ed the indictment. "Her counsel has 
made statements regarding this case 
which are only substantiated by the 
words of his own mouth. This is not 
the only time she was charged with a 
similar crime. She was charged before 
jy the mayor, but I don't know what 
,he punishment was. I didn't exam- 
ne the records, but I have this from

These charges 
are unjust. I am sorry to have the 
court deal with such a case as this.

Boston, June S. — Judge Charles TJ. 


Bell brought to a sudden and unex- 
pected end tlie famous $130,000 libel 
suit brought by Mrs. Josephine Curtis 
Woodbury of Boston, against Rev. 
Mary D. Baker Eddy of Concord. N. 
H., the founder and present head of 
the Christian science church. 


After the arguments in the case 


had been presented. Judge Bell, in 
passing on a motion to arrest the 
case from the jury, said: "1 have ex- 
amined this libel with great care, both 
while the arguments were going on 
and during the trial. I think the 
plaintiff has sustained her case, as I 
have already intimated, upon the mat- 
ter of pubgcj*ttioa. As regards the 
publication, in the church, there is 
no evidence that any cue there under- 
stood the alleged iibel as applying to 
the plaintiff, so that she could not re- 
cover damages upon this count, be- 
cause she had shown no injury from 
it. Taking the libel itself, I see noth- 
ing which can in any fair way be 
said to indicate the plaintiff in the 
first part of the libeL The only thing 
in the libel, it seems to me. which can 
by any reasonable interpretation be 
said to serve as means of identifica- 
tion. are the words, "widow' and 'wid- 
owhood,' which occur in the latter 
part of the message. I have come to 
the conclusion that even that refer- 
ence does not absolutely identify the 
plaintiff, and it seems to me that the 
plaintiff has not made out a case here 
which I can let go to the jury. I shall 
therefore be obliged to order a ver- 
dict for the defendant." 


A few minutes later the jury, which 


had been excluded while arguments 
were being made, was summoned into 
the court room. After explaining 
briefly the cause for this course. 
Judge Bell ordered the jury to find 
for the defendant, which it accord- 
ingly did In the usual form. 


Counsel for Mrs. "Woodbury filed ex- 


ceptions on all the Questions passed 
on. They have not yet decided upon 
a definite course of action, but author- 
ized the statement that they expect to 
carry the case to the supreme conrt- 


This farreaching decision of Judge 


Bell was given in response to one of 
two motions offered by Mr. Elder, se- 
nior counsel for Mrs. Eddy, asking 
that a verdict for the defendant be 
ordered on the evidence as it stood. 
The other motion, xvhich was not sus- 
tained- was that the two counts in the 
declaration referring to the publica- 
tion in the two Christian science per- 
iodicals be stricken out-
